SAN DIEGO—The human uterus is the most 
dangerous place to live, a pioneer in the right-to-life 
movement, Benedictine Father Paul Marx, said 
recently at a Respect Life Symposium in 
Washington, D.C. 


He said abortion has become a primary and “most 
effective” means of birth control in many places in 
the world. “Our task is to restore law for the unborn.” 


IN SAN DIEGO last Monday night, more than 3,000 
pro-life advocates seeking to restore that protection 
rallied and marched in their annual protest against 
the Supreme Court ruling on Jan. 22, 1973, which 
legalized abortion-on-demand and endangered 
unborn children living in their natural environment. 

This was the first year that the march was held the 
night before the anniversary in an effort to allow 
greater family participation. 

And the families indeed came out— men, women 
and children of all ages. 

AS THE STARS flickered in the clear skies, the 
candles flickered in the hands of most of the 
marchers, bundled up in the chilly, night air: 

They marched about 15 blocks through downtown 
streets, with those at the beginning of the procession 
almost lapping those on the end as they returned to 
the community concourse plaza.

IN A RALLY before the march, speakers rapped 
Planned Parenthood, the American Civil Liberties 
Union and the University of California at San Diego 
(UCSD) for their advocacy and support of abortion. 


College students Valerie Andreone and Lisa 
Markhall speaking as a team said, “Planned 
Parenthood is one of the principal proponents of 
abortion today in the United States,” and it receives 
more than three-quarters of its funds from tax 
dollars. 

But they said the frightening thing about PP is how 
radically they have changed their philosophies in 16 
years. 

THE YOUNG WOMEN quoted a statement 
published by PP in 1963: “An abortion kills the life of 
a baby after it has begun. It is dangerous to your life 
and health. Birth control merely postpones the 
beginning of life.” 

Albin Rhomberg, one of the UCSD students who is 
suing the University of California over student fees 
being used to fund abortions, said the ACLU “has 
been most responsible for legalizing abortion in this 
country and is most active in promoting and 
defending abortion funding with your tax dollars.” 


"In its own fundsraising letter,” Rhomberg said, 
“the ACLU states that is has been the longest 
advocate of abortion on demand,” starting its

“THIS IS MOST sad and ironic since the ACLU has 
long been the avowed defender of the innocent, 
poor, minorities, the oppressed and the 
disenfranchised,” Rhomberg said. 


In another talk, Donald E. Strebel, a UCSD 
graduate student, declared “that the University of 
California is both the refuge and the breeding 
grounds for the abortion movement.” 


He condemned the use of student fees which is 
used to help provide “tbe” abortions to students. 


“THE AVAILABILITY of purportedly ‘free’ abortions 
indicates more than approval of this lifestyle, it 
actively encourages it. To make matters worse,’ he 
continued, “while the university will typically pay the 
full cost of an abortion, it will pay only. a small fraction 
of the cost of a normal delivery.” 


The next day, the Right to Life Council of San Diego 
County sponsored pickets of three facilities in San 
Diego. 


About 25-50 persons picketed Planned 
Parenthood and ACLU offices, both on Fifth Avenue, 
and University Hospital in Hillcrest, which trains: 
UCSD medical students to become abortionists and 
which discriminates against physicians who will not 
perform abortions.

CARDINAL BACKS CENSUS— Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles has strongly urged all residents 
to register and be counted in the 1980 census. The last 
census 10 years ago seriously undercounted Hispanics 
who have since then significantly increased in numbers, 
the cardinal said. “The results of the census will 
determine the representation and size of political 
districts, the distribution of federal money, and will also 
influence the way in which Americans perceive the 
presence of particular ethnic and racial groups.” 


ECUMENICAL LITURGIES— Ecumenical liturgies of 
the word“nust become an essential element of parish 
life, the West German Catholic bishops said in a pastoral 
letter marking the Week of Prayer for Christian Unity 
(Jan. 18-25). The bishops said the search for Christian 
unity is primarily a question of “faith, witness, service 
and hope.” 

LOSES COURT CASE—A nurse who refused to 
participate in abortion procedures lost her first court 
case against the hospital that transferred her from the 
maternity ward. Beverly Jaczalik, 31, plans to appeal the 
ruling, which said the rights of patients seeking abortions 
and of the hospital to provide care for them outweighed 
the nurse’s right to a place on the maternity staff at Valley 
Hospital in Ridgewood, N.J. 


CATHOLICS PROTEST BRUTALITY — The Panamanian 
government, which said the deposed Shah of Iran could 
stay in Panama as long as he wanted, is now reportedly 
responding to lran’s overtures for his extradition. 
Mounting public pressure, especially from student 
demonstrators and the ensuing protest by Catholic 
Church leaders against police brutality in dealing with 
the demonstrators, have contributed to the change, 
observers said. 


FAMILY LOVE—‘“‘Make love your aim” during the 1980 
year of the family, Bishop John R. McGann of Rockville 
Centre, N.Y. said ina pastoral letter at the opening of the 
family year. The bishop warned against seeing family life 
simply as a problem to be solved, and outlined areas the 
diocese will focus on in the family year. 


ABORTION SUIT DISMISSED—A suit filed by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops challenging the 
abortion provisions of the one-year-old Pregnancy 
Discrimination Act has been dismissed by a federal 
judge in Washington. U.S. District Judge John H. Pratt 
said that while the bishops’ suit raised “matters of 


serious importance,” the suit had to be dismissed .

BISHOP SUPPORTS ERA—Bishop Michael F. 
McAuliffe of Jefferson City told a Missouri legislative 
committee that because of his belief in the equality and 
fundamental rights of every person, he supports the 


: Equal. Rights Amendment. He said passage of the ERA is 


necessary, “so that all of us can feel secure in our own 
hearts that women are not second-class citizens.” 


Bishop McAuliffe is chairman of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ Committee on Women 
in. Society and the Church. 

UNEMPLOYMENT MORAL ISSUE— “Unemployment 
is not simply a political or economic or social problem,” 
said the Catholic bishops of Canada. “It is a profoundly 
moral and spiritual problem in our times,” the bishops 
said in a social message, challenging Canadian 
Christians to fight the causes of unemployment. 


LATIN AID URGED—A four-member mission 


_ including Rep. Robert F. Drinan (D.-Mass.), a Jesuit 


priest, said upon returning from Guatemala, El Salvador 
and Nicaragua that U.S. foreign policy in the area must 
“encourage social justice and democracy.” In a joint 
statement the mission urged Congress to passa “crucial” 
$75 million aid package for Nicaragua. 


ASKS UNITY AND ORDER— Speaking before about 
100,000 persons at a rally for peace, Archbishop Miguel 
Obando Bravo of Managua voiced concern that frictions 
still stand in the way of reconciliation among 
Nicaraguans. “The truth is that the forceful influence of 
peace remains an empty word as longas it does not stand 


- upon the foundation of unity and order,” he said. 


BISHOPS HIT EXCESSES— The Catholic bishops of 
Venezuela are waging a campaign against the excesses 
of consumerism, sex in advertising, drinking and loafing 
on the job. “We must seek a society where dignity and 
solidarity prevail,” the Venezuelan bishops said in a 
pastoral letter to the country’s 13 million Catholics. The 
bishops condemned “the insatiable thirst for having 
more, fed by an alienating propaganda in the advertising 
industry.” ; 


MORE ON KUNG—The Vatican’s condemnation of 
Swiss theologian, Father Hans Kung, was fully justified, 
the Jesuit review, Civilta Cattolica, said in an editorial in 
Rome. “The church is not a cultural club nor an 
association of theologians. It is the people of God on its 
path through history which, to reach salvation, needs to 
believe and persevere in the faith,” said the fortnightly 
review. 


PRO-ABORTION RULING — U.S. District Judge Elmo B. | 


Hunter has ruled unconstitutional major portions of 
Missouri's seven-month-old but never-enforced abortion 


-law. An aide to the attorney general of Missouri said an 


appeal would be filed. The judge ruled that portions of the 
law were illegal intrusions on a woman’s right to consult 
with her doctor about abortion “free from state 
interference.” 


DEATH IN PRISON — Information about the death in 


prison under suspicious circumstances of Father 
Michael Gono, a secretly ordained priest in 
Czechoslovakia, has reached Keston College, the center 
near London for the study of religion and communism. 
“This was the third report received by Keston College in 
1979 of priests dying in Czechoslovakia in obscure 
circumstances,” said Keston News Service. 


SEEK SCHOOL AID— Seeking state funds to finance 
student aid programs will be the central concern of 
private schools in the 1980 Kentucky legislature, which 
has begun its 60-day biennial session. Funding is being 
sought for a textbook program for non-public elementary 
and secondary school students in Kentucky and for a 
tuition grant program for private college students.

POPE’S UNITY PLEA Pope John Paul || marked the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity (Jan. 18-25) with an 
urgent appeal for renewed ecumenical efforts. The 
appeal came during the pope’s Sunday Angelus talk 
(Jan. 20) to thousands in St. Peter's Square. “Christian 
unity is ever more urgent in our time in order that the 
church may develop its mission more effectively and give 
witness to full faith in the Lord ahd to proclaiming the 
Gospel,” he said. 


UGANDA CHURCH ALIVE — The civil war in Uganda is 
not yet over because of the continuing problem of 
hunger, violence and confusion, according to a religious 
superior who recently returned from a three-week visit to 
four Ugandan dioceses. But Father Salvatorre Calvia, 
superior general of the Verona Fathers, told Vatican 
Radio that the Ugandan Catholic Church is alive and well 
as it begins its second centenary. 


ROUTES TO SALVATION— Knowledge and _ intelli- 
gence are not routes to salvation if they are teamed with a 
closed mind and heart, Pope John Paul II told 
seminarians at Rome’s Capranican College. “Only one 
who accepts his intellectual and moral limits and 
recognizes his need for salvation can open himself to 
faith and in faith to meet, in Christ, his Redeemer,” the 
pope said in his homily during an evening Mass in the 
college chapel.

‘WE NEED YOU’ — “We need you inthe church,” Bishop 
Cletus F. O’Donnell of Madison, Wisc., told divorced and 
separated Catholics. In citing statistics on divorce, 
Bishop O'Donnell said they should not be left out of 
church life. “You should take your rightful place in the 
church,” he said. 


PROBLEMS DISCUSSED— Delegations of Czecho- 
slovakian and Vatican officials began a series of 
meetings in Rome to discuss church problems in 
Czechoslovakia, Vatican Radio reported. Despite some 
gains in church-state relations in recent years, including 
government recognition of Cardinal Frantisek ‘Tomasek 
as Archbishop of Prague in 1978 after a 13-year impasse, 
reports from the country recently have indicated a new 
crackdown. 


SEES THREAT TO PEACE—The Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan is a serious threat to world peace, said Pope 
John Paul Il in a major speech to diplomats. “In the face 
of the dramatic events taking place in Afghanistan, which 
hold in suspense the public opinion of practically the 
whole world, one cannot but question the motives that 
give rise to events so serious and so threatening to 
international detente,” the pope said. 


CHARISMATIC RENEWAL—In a meeting with 13 
international leaders of the Catholic charismatic 
renewal, the pope spoke warmly of the movement, the 
Charismatic Writers Association reported in its January 
newsletter.

Pro-lifer walks 3,500 miles

~ WASHINGTON — He walked 3,500 
miles for life from.San Diego to 
Washington, but Bill Smith, 30, found the 
last few steps the hardest. 


Those last steps were to the Supreme 
Court, where Smith had vowed to display a 
pro-life sign until he was arrested. 


“I’ve never been arrested. I’m not 
looking forward to this,” he said several 
times Jan. 18, as he stood across from the 
Supreme Court building, studying the 
police who guarded the door. It is a 
misdemeanor to display any kind of 
_banner or sign on the Supreme Court 
~ grounds. 


SMITH SAID he was sure he would be 
arrested. At noon he crossed the street, 
walked half way up the steps, then stood in 
the rain holding a sign over his head that 
read “Our preborn sisters and brothers are 
persons.” The message on the other side 
compared the Supreme Court abortion 
decision, Roe vs. Wade, to the Dred Scott 
decision which ruled slaves were not 
legally persons. 


A Supreme Court policeman ap- 
proached Smith to inform him that his 
action was illegal and that he could be 
fined up to $100 or imprisoned up to 60 
days or both. Smith said he realized that 
but he intended to stay. 


The policeman asked Smith if he would 
describe his sign as “anti-abortion.” “Yes, 
well, I’d call it pro-life,” Smith responded. 


HE WAS THEN informed that because 
the Supreme Court was hearing abortion- 
related cases he would also be charged 
with a felony for the “intent of interfering 
with, obstructing or impeding the 
administration of justice... for the intent 
of influencing a judge, juror, or witness.” 


He told Smith the felony charge carried 
a fine of up to $5,000 or a prison sentence 
of up to one year_or both. - 


The policeman then said he would allow 
Smith to consider the consequences but 
the pro-lifer. continued to stand on the 
steps holding his sign. As Smith waited, a 
man who identified himself as a lobbyist 
for the Religious Coalition for Abortion 
Rights tried to argue with him that abortion 
is a‘matter of personal choice and a right. 


“1! GIVE NO one a right to kill,” Smith 
answered. 


A few minutes later the policeman 
returned to inform Smith that an 
additional misdemeanor charge of 
unlawful entry would be added to the other 
two. Smith continued to stand onthe steps 
and was then arrested. He was booked by 
the District of Columbia police and 
arraigned in the District Superior Court. 


Smith’s arrest served the same purpose 
as his 3,500 mile, more than six month

long walk from San Diego to Washington — 
it brought publicity for the pro- life 
movement. 


“WHERE else could one of us little 
people get that kind of publicity?” Smith 
asked. He was surrounded by reporters 
when he was arrested. 


Smith said he received good press 
coverage along the road and was 
interviewed by 200 newspapers but he 
added that he believes the’ right-to-life 
movement generally doesn’t fare well with 
the press. 


Although he was usually well received 
he recounted the story of one incident at a 
radio station in a city he would not name. 
His interview with a pro-life talk show host 
was followed by a program in which the 
host accused Smith of being “a young 
punk going across the country trying to 
play God.” Smith was not interviewed on 
that show. 


SMITH SAID he heard that the two hosts 


later “started swinging at each other and 
the pro-life guy had a heart attack and the 
other guy ended up getting fired.” The 
man recovered from the heart attack. 

His reception was generally much 
calmer, but Smith said he talked mostly to 
pro-lifers. “l’d rather talk to Planned 
Parenthood,” he added. 


The pro-lifer said he was looking for the 
chance to say, “I’m a liberal against 
abortion. I’m for women’s rights, human 
rights. I’d like to make people think.” - 


HE SAID he not only hopes to make 
people think about abortion but to be 
counted against it. 


“I like Pope John Paul II’s phrase on the 
Mall in Washington, ‘we will stand up every 
time that human life is threatened.’ I’m 
waiting for a lot more people-to stand up. 


“I'm not playing holier than thou. | used 
to be ignorant,” Smith continued. “It took 
me six years to realize we're killing babies. 
But we have to be informed and get 
involved.” 


SMITH described the involvement of 
pro-lifers across the country who met him 
along the way. He said he stayed in a pro- 
life home at each stop. 


Anative of Amboy, Ill., anda graduate of 
the University of Illinois, Smith was a 
construction worker in San Diego before 
beginning his cross-country trek.

100th Cursillo celakeaeee

SAN DIEGO— About 600 - 
* cursillistas (persons who 


have made a Cursillo 
weekend) gathered at St. 
Therese parish Social 
Center, Allied Gardens, for 
a Grand Ultreya last 
Saturday to celebrate the 
100th Cursillo conducted 
in the San Diego diocese. 


“Gratitude for the past, 
celebration for the present 
and hope for the future,” 
was the theme which 
united cursillistas from the 
San Diego diocese, includ- 
ing Brawley in Imperial 
Valley, and some from 
Orange and Los Angeles 
counties in a spirit of 
Christian joy and love. 

The first Cursillo in the 
San Diego diocese was held 
in-May, 1963. 

A CURSILLO is a’ three- 
day short course in Christi- 
anity conducted in a 
retreat-like atmosphere. Its 
purpose is to proclaim the 
basic Gospel of Christ to 
bring people to the accep- 
tance of Christ, so they can 
live the Gospel in their Gail 
lives. 


- Cursillistas are encour- 
aged to come together as a 


community in small groups - 


for sharing individual faith 


and life experiences and in _ 


larger local and regional 
gatherings, Ultreyas, for 
Christian support. 

A special guest at the 
Grand Ultreya at St. 
Therese was Jesuit Father 
Bernard Cassidy, spiritual

FOLLOWING a slide 
presentation of many of the 
100 Cursillos, and prior to 
Mass, Father Cassidy 
pointed out the meaning of 


. Cursillo and how cursillis- 


tas live out their experience 
in their environments. 


“Cursillo is not about 


changing people,” he said. 
“It's about helping people 
(Christians) to be them- 
selves.” 


He told them they can’t 
control Cursillo or the 
experiences in their lives, 
and added, “Only when 
things start falling apart 
does God come into the 
picture. Nothing really 
happens to you until you’re 
shook up,” he said. 


DURING THE homily, 
Father Louis Copestake, the 
current Cursillo spiritual 
director for the diocese, 
said, “It is not the pizazz of 
the Cursillo movement that 
lasts for cursillistas, but the 
new intensified encounter 
with Christ that begins at 
Cursillo. 


“But this should continue 
throughout our Fourth Day 
(every day after the Cur- 
sillo),” he added. “That's 
the real challenge.” 


In reflecting on the Mass 
readings, Father Copestake 
said, it was the encounter 
with Christ by those he fed, 
healed and raised from the 


dead that lasted. Those 
people would still go 
hungry, get sick and die 
again, he said. 


“BUT THAT moment 
with Christ changed them 
for the rest of their lives as 
long as they continued to 
encounter Him,” Father 
Copestake said. 


In one of the witnessing 
talks following the homily, 
Lloyd Duran, who made 
Cursillo No. 1, said he 
always feared and loved 
God, but Cursillo. taught 
him to love God, and 
particularly Christ even 
more. “And it taught me to 
love God through: loving 
you,” he told his fellow 
cursillistas. 


IN. ANOTHER _ talk, 
Gabriel Harkey, Cursillo No. 
14, said Christ as the

was an abstract idea to him, 
but during his Cursillo 
weekend, “I began to feel 
His presence.

Helen Copley, publisher of The San 
Diego Union and The Evening Tribune, is 
to be complimented and supported for her 
courageous stand to foster moral values in 
her two newspapers. 


She is apparently willing to sacrifice 
some revenue and take a lot of criticism to 
uphold family values to which she claims 
her papers are committed. 


On Jan. 15, a story in The San Diego 
Union announced that the Union and 
Tribune would “no longer accept 
advertisements from abortion clinics, 
planned parenthood groups or groups in 
opposition to abortion.” (Even though this 
ban affects pro-life groups, they are sure to 
view this decision as most favorable to 
their cause.) . 


“‘These newspapers consider the 
advertising of controversial subjects of 
abortion, birth control, sterilization and 
similar matters to be contrary to the 
concepts of a family-oriented newspaper 
and will therefore no longer accept 


advertising on these subjects,’” the article: 


quoted Dick Tullar, director of advertising

for the Union-Tribune Publishing Co., as 
saying. . 


The article also quoted Tullar as saying 
that the directive, which came from the 
publisher's office, was similar to the 
restrictions imposed on X-rated movie ads 
(which unfortunately are still accepted). 


_ Copley’s decision was not only protested 

by the local chapter of the National 
Organization for Women. (NOW) but also 
by fn members of her own newspaper 
staff. 


Reporters, editors, clerks and other 
personnel in The Union newsroom as well 
as photographers who serve both papers 
signed a petition protesting the policy and 
asking their publisher to reconsider her 
action. 


Copley’s reply stated that it is her “right 
to form and carry out policy in all aspects 
of this business.” 


She also received heated criticism 
from readers in letters published Jan. 19. 
Whether or not The Union received a great 
majority of letters criticizing Copley rather 
than praising her for her action, the editors

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While the full impact prabably won't be 
known until more people: have had a 
chance to read the book, publication of 
“The Brethren” seems sure to have an 
effect on the abortion debate in America. 


The book, a behind-the-scenes look at 
the workings of the Supreme Court, tells 
much about what reasons individual 
justices used in their collective decision in 
1973 to overturn most state laws 
regulating abortion. :

Noonan, in another part of his book, also 
contested Justice Stewart's view that the 
authors of the 14th Amendment did not 
intend to define the fetus as a “person.” 


He said contrary to Stewart's contention 
that abortion was generally acceptable in 
the 1860s, the period between 1860 and 
1880 saw one of the biggest bursts of anti- 
abortion legislation in the nation’s history. 


THERE WILL BE other points of debate 
as well. “The Brethren” says Justice Lewis 
F. Powell rationalized that abortion laws 
cannot be imposed since both sides are so 
certain of the morality of their positions. 


And it says Brennan realized that 
abortion rights could not be linked strictly 
to viability because advances in science 
might move viability —the ability of a fetus 
to exist outside the womb — back so far as 
to effectively remove the woman’s right to 
an abortion. 


All those individual views in “The 
Brethren” may set the agenda for renewed 
debate on abortion.

One of the bits of grade school lore | can 
dredge up is a poem by Longfellow called 
“The Children’s Hour.” It begins: 


“Between the dark and the daylight, 
When the night is beginning to lower, 
Comes a pause in the day's occupations, 
That is known as the Children’s Hour.” 


| don’t know what life was like in 1860 
when that was written, but | suspect that 
Longfellow was part of an upper class 
structure in which the children were cared 
for by a nurse all day and brought to visit 
their parents for an hour before someone 
called them in to dinner. 


Whatever the cultural realities then, 
today's lifestyle designates that particular 
hour as the least favorite in the family day. 
Mom has had it with tired and cranky 
youngsters. It’s too long since naptime 


for the change to take effect. 
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1 WOULD FEAR it because history 
suggests to me that church officials are as 
susceptible to the abuse of power as are 
those who wield it in political or economic 
matters. 


These are real concerns, and, as one 
who cares deeply about the vitality and 
authenticity of the church, | feel free to 
express them. 


But 26 years of observing, trying to 
understand the life of the church have left 
me cautious about seeing a particular 
controversy — even a pattern of conduct — 
as beinga life or death issue for the church 
or for my faith commitment. 

THIS EXPERIENCE has taught me to be 
very careful about leaping enthusiastically 
on any bandwagon. Almost always, | find 
things about the cause, the ideas, the 
ideology which forces me to climb down 
off the wagon to go my own way.

From this viewpoint, | am more 
interested in the immense change 
manifested by the church in Latin 
America in its sensitivity to the poor and’ 
the oppressed. 


In this country, | am concerned that we 
Catholics still have not generated a similar 
sensitivity to the wounded of our society, 
that we are only beginning to find ways of 
reaching out to the many Catholics who 
have been wounded by the divorce- 
remarriage pattern, to those who just 
drifted away. 

THE RELATIONSHIP of church 
authorities to theologians is important but 
these problems need to be kept in 
perspective. 


And, in that perspective, they have very 
little impact on my basic commitment to 
God, revealed by Jesus, expressed in the 
life of the church. 


Many mothers say, “I! would love to 
strike that hour out of our day but the kids 
are hungry, I’m busy in the kitchen, and 
my husband just wants to sit in front of the 
TV with the paper. He doesn’t want to sit 
with a cool drink and chat.” 


WELL, HE SHOULDN'T have to. He's 
probably had a full day of people and 
doesn’t want to talk with anybody for 
awhile. We shouldn't be offended if he isn’t 
eager to listen to us or the children. 

Our challenge is our children and 
ourselves. How can we free ourselves from 
one another the hour before dinner? 


If we can work it out, this decompres- 
sion time goes a long way toward 
minimizing late afternoon tensions in the 
family. Then when it’s time to eat, the 
whole family will be more eager to be 
together than if it’s forced together. 
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Where, really, 


In a little rural church recently the 
pastor—a man of deep, simple holiness 
and more courageous than most— 
touched on the question of anti- 
communism in his homily. He was 
deploring the somewhat less than 
Christian sentiments expressed by many 
Catholics whenever the topic arose. 


Given that communism is a-religious 
and atheistic does that justify our reacting 
towards its adherents with hatred and 
contempt? Although we may never 
condone the goals of communism nor the 
means employed to reach them, we 
should recognize that the bona-fide, card- 
carrying communist is a person who is 
completely committed to party ideology. 

HIS WHOLE LIFE is dedicated to 
furthering the principles of communism 
and to building a world community in 


which they can become a reality. In many ~ 


countries these people risk personal 
abuse and victimization, imprisonment 
and even death in their fidelity to their 
cause. 


Misplaced as such loyal and persistent 
self-dedication may be, people capable of 
it are not contemptible human beings. In 


fact, this kind of commitment should have - 


Q: When a priest is allowed to say a 
different Mass from that of the ordinary 
weekday, must he still use the readings as 
given in the rubrics of that day or can he 
use readings of his choice?

“in the readings, God speaks to His people 
and Christ, present in His word, 
announces the good news of the Gospel.”

In the '60s, the heyday of The

“While 
people of faith had high hopes for TUC, 
anthropologists and psychologists could 
have stood by to warn participants of their 
probably brief tenure and early mortality. 
The Underground Church did not do 
justice to the character of continuity even 
among jumpy moderns, or to the nature of 


unday Reading 


January 27, Third Sunday in Ordinary 
Time (Nehemiah 8:2-4, 5-6, 8-10; 1 
Corinthians 12:12-30; Luke 1:1-4, 4:14- 
21). 


Did you know that the first reading, from 
the book of Nehemiah, is one of the earlier 
witnesses to the belief in biblical 
inspiration? We learn that, when Ezra, the 
scribe, read from the book of the Law 
“which the Lord had given to Israel,” the 
people wept in the sheer emotion of 
hearing God’s Word. 


The other major Old Testament witness 
to that belief is found in 2 Kings 22-23. 
There we learn that “the book of the law’ 
was discovered in the temple when 
renovation work was taking place after a 
long period of apostasy. In this case, too, 
the reaction to hearing the book read was 
similar-to that in the Nehemiah reading. 

NOT ONLY WAS their recognition of the 
Word’s special character significant, 
however. Equally as important was the 
effect that it produced. In both cases there 


a familiar ring to us. Itis very much likethe 
intrepid witness of the faith to which we 
are called by baptism. As Christians 
should we not recognize and respect such 
qualities in our adversaries? As Christians 
should we not feel more challenged than 
threatened by them? 


Very often it is the unacknowledged 
fears lying deep in the subconscious that 
find their expression in hatred, anger and 
contempt. But we should have no reason 
to be afraid of communists— wary, yes, but 
not afraid. After all, our cause is so much 
greater than theirs and we know that ours 
must eventually overcome. There is no 
way that God will not emerge the victor of 
the struggle, no way that Christ will not 
come into his ‘own kingdom. 


PERHAPS OUR FEARS are not so much 
of the power and effectiveness of the 
communist thrust as of the weakness and 


halfheartedness of our own! How, in fact, 


do we “card-carrying” Christians compare 
with them in our commitment to the Word 
of Christ? 


How evident or active is our dedication 
to Christ’s call to universal brotherhood 
(“Love your enemies”), equal distribution 
of wealth (“Sell what you have and give it to 


ritual even among easily bored people.” 


The abuses of the day are reflected in 
the Church's Instruction: “Full importance 
must be given to the Liturgy of the Word in 
the Mass. Other readings, whether from 
sacred or. profane authors. of past or 
present, may never be substituted for the 
word of God.

“This is the task of the priest, and the 
faithful should not add comment or

In her concern, then, the Church states 
that “in the weekday lectionary, readings 
are provided for each day of the year. 
Unless a solemnity or feast occurs, these 
readings are to be used regularly on the 
days to which they are assigned.” 


In the event that a feast occurs on a 
weekday, with special readings, “the 
priest should consider in advance the 
entire week's readings and, if the weekday 
readings which will be suppressed are 
important, he may combine the weekday 
readings to include them, or he may omit 
the less important ones.” 


But the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops decided (Nov. 13, 1969) “to

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Fr. Kung tells why 


he remains Catholic 


PARIS (NC)—“The Catholic Church, yes; the Roman 
Inquisition, no!” said controversial Swiss theologian, 
Father Hans Kung in a front-page article in the Peles 
newspaper, Le Monde, Jan. 18. 


In the article, titled “Why | Remain a Catholic,” Father 
Kung explained why he stays in the church despite his 
many disputes with church authorities, culminating last 
December with a Vatican decree declaring that he can no 
- dJonger be considered a Catholic theologian or teach as 


one. _ 

FATHER KUNG insisted that he is still a Catholic 
theologian although church authorities have ordered him 
removed from his Catholic teaching post at the University 


of Tubingen, West Germany. 


The theologian said he remains a Catholic “because | 
will not let myself be removed from that which, throughout 
my life, has been dear and precious to me. It is a fact that | 
was born in the Catholic Church.” 


He also said he is a Catholic for ecumenical reasons. 


“In a lasting dialogue with colleagues and students, | 
was able (at Tubingen) to elaborate a Catholic theology 
with a truly ecumenical character that sought to unite 
these two attitudes: fidelity to the Catholic heritage and 
openness to Christianity and to the whole ‘oikumene’ 
(church in the broad sense),” said Father Kung. _ 

HE INSISTED that he is a Roman Catholic. “Once again, | 
have nothing against Rome!” he said. 


“But,” he added, “I think it is precisely because | want to 
be a Catholic theologian that | cannot purely and simply 
bind my Catholic faith and my Catholic theology to 
pretentions of a Roman absolutism that has become 
excessive since about the time of the Middle Ages.” 


China-U.S. military alliance 
inevitable, missionary says 


OSSINING, N.Y. (NC)—A 
military alliance between 
the United States and 
China appears almost 
inevitable in the wake of the 
Iran and Afghanistan 
crises, according to a priest 
who has. specialized in 
China studies, and he’s not 
at all displeased by that 
prospect. 

“What happened in 
Afghanistan was a shock 
treatment for the Chinese,” 
said Maryknoll Father 
Ronald Saucci, director of 
media relations for his 
world-wide community, 
and one-time missioner in 
Hong Kong. He recently 
returned from a two-week 
trip to China. 


“FOR MUTUAL defense 
reasons, | feel that some 
kind of an agreement is 
necessary and inevitable,” 
he said. “It's about time that 
the most prosperous nation 
in the world fully recog- 
nized the most populous 
nation in the world.” 


There are pragmatic 
reasons on both sides for 
the anticipated alliance, 
which Chinese officials 
suggested to U.S. Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown on 
his recent visit. 


Defense is the most 


obvious, of course. The

Chinese see Russia as a 
giant threat, Father Saucci 
said, and the Russians’ 
invasion of Afghanistan had 
a sobering effect.

Shroud scholar combines faith, science 


EPHRATA, Pa. (NC)— 
Redemptorist Father Adam 
Otterbein of Our Mother of 
Perpetual Help parish in 
Ephrata, Pa., is a man of 
faith and a man of science.

Father Otterbein has 
studied in detail the 
shroud, a 14-foot long piece 
of cloth believed to be the 
burial cloth of Christ. 


HE KNOWS about the 
types of microscopic grains 
of pollen that point to where 
the shroud has been, and 
the herringbone, three-to- 
one twill of the cloth itself. 


The authenticity of the 
shroud brings up another 


question, he says. “Who is 
the man of the shroud? For 
that we have to go to the 
Gospels.” 
“case. of perfect circum- 
stantial evidence.” 


Waile he says that other 
men were crucified, he 
notes that the shroud 
indicates the man had been 
crowned with thorns, 
pierced in the side, buried 
hastily and removed from 
the shroud within 36 to 40 
hours because the cloth 
shows. no signs of the 
decomposition of the body. 


FATHER Otterbein be- 
ligves the shroud to be the 
cioth in which Christ was 
wrapped. “It's a chain of 
unusual circumstances. It 
leads to the conclusion that 
al: of these were not done in 
any other case except the 
case of the Gospel,” he 
said.

More conservative Dutch bishops proposed 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — As 
the Particular Synod of 
Dutch Bishops (Jan. 14-26) 
moved into its final days, 
the focus of attention was a 
proposal which could open 
the door to the naming of 
additional conservative- 
minded bishops. 


The proposal calls for 
creation of three to six new 
dioceses. 


THE CURRENT liberal- 
conservative split in the 
Dutch hierarchy is five to 
two in favor of the liberals. 
The naming of additional 
bishops is aimed at an 
equal division in the 
number of liberals and 
conservatives. 


The proposal was re- 
vealed in a summary 
released Jan. 19 by the 
Vatican. 


The episcopal changes 
would not assure, however, 
that the Dutch Catholic laity 
would be able to resolve a 
similar liberal-conservative 
split in their ranks. 


THE APPOINTMENTS of — 


conservative Bishops Adri- 
anus Simonis to Rotterdam 
and Johannes Gijsen to 
Roermond by Pope Paul VI 
in 1971 and 1972 causeda 
furor among the liberal 
Dutch laity and clergy 
which has not yet com- 
pletely died down. 


The proposal was one of 
the most significant devel- 
opments during the first 
week of the Dutch synod, 
which also featured lengthy 
discussions of such topics

Mercy Hospital and Medical 
Center will hold a public open 
house on-the hospital’s main 
level to introduce and demon- 
strate the computerized 
tomographic body scanner, on 
Thursday, Jan. 31, from 2 to 4 
p.m.

“The CT scanner is a

“Mercy is the first medical 
facility in the United States to 
install this most advanced 


model of a computer tomo- 
graphy (CT) scanner,” said 
Rainer Albrecht, branch 
manager for Siemens, which 
manufactures the unit. 


Another improvement at 
Mercy is completion of a five- 
level parking structure for 700 
cars and accessible to out- 
patients and visitors. 


“Our new parking facility will 
improve access to the availa- 
ble medical services offered at 
Mercy,” said Sister M. Joanne 
DeVincente, executive direc- 


tor of the medical complex. 


The $4.4 million cost of the 
structure will not affect patient 
hospital charges.

The Mother Teresa of Brazil 


SALVADOR, Brazil (NC)—When 
Dulce Lopes Pontes, was 13, despite 
her upper class upbringing, she and 
her cousin had a hair-pulling, name- 
calling fight. 


Her penance was to spend Sundays 
caring for old folks at Salvador’s home 
for the destitute. 


WHEN, A FEW years later, she was 
Sister Dulce in the Congregation of 
the Immaculate Conception and was 
teaching religion at a high school for 
upper class girls, her superiors 
decided teaching was not her 
vocation. Sister Dulce’s heart 
obviously was in the streets with the 
poor, so she was assigned to work in 
the slums. . 


The street boys were her love. 
Homeless, they stole for food and 
slept, covered with newspapers, in 
doorways. They followed her on her 
rounds and to the convent. 


She gave them supper and let them 
spend the night in the convent 
corridors, until the mother superior 
said no more. So she found an 
abandoned shack, broke open a 
window and with the boys took 


_ possession of it. The first night an old 
_ beggar joined them, but died the next 


day. 

SOON SISTER Dulce, with too many 
following her, broke into another 
abandoned house, and on she went 
with her ministry. She learned what 
total love demanded when looking for 
more shelters and more food for the 
destitute. She was a street person 
herself, begging for more help after 
police evicted her and her poor. 


She took her flock to live under a 
bridge near the church of Our Lady of 
Bom Fim, a tourist attraction in 
Salvador. The mayor pleaded with her 
to take such “squalor” out of sightand 
when she realized that he was willing 
to negotiate, she asked for and 
received a piece of municipal land 
near the slums. 


With old boards she built her first 
infirmary. It was the start of a chain of 
“miracles.” Soon after, in the late 
1930s, she organized the first labor 
union in Salvador, which still runs 
strong. 


TODAY, AT 67, Sister Dulce has two 
hospitals, a home for the elderly, 
another for the dying, a farm for her 
beloved street boys, and a home for 
handicapped children. 

She daily feeds and nurses some 
500 persons as well as 100 who knock 
at her door. She is the refuge of all the 
destitute. Priests, the police, the 
hospital send their difficult cases to 
her for free care. 


One.of her favorites is Maria, who 
was found in the toilet of a movie 
house when she was two years old, 
blind and mute. The girl smiles only 
when Sister Dulce holds her. 


SALVADOR, with its million people, 
has other houses of charity, but none 
has prospered as do the facilities of 
this fragile nun, not quite five feet 
high, who weighs less than 90 
pounds. 


Many believe her direct, simple way 
of begging for others is the key. She 
obtains 90 percent of her operating 
costs of $40,000 a month from 
merchants, taxi drivers, the rich, hotel 
maids, students. 


Teams of well-to-do women 
volunteer each week to wash floors, 
clean toilets, make beds. School 
children come to entertain and play 
with the handicapped. Thirty medical 
students help her to run the two 
hospitals, and 15 doctors spend 10 
hours each a week to supervise their 
work. 


Sister Duice 


BETWEEN WORK and begging, 
Sister Dulce coughs constantly from 
the scars left on her lungs by 
tuberculosis. She needs oxygen at 
night and, until a compassionate 
woman donated the proper bed, she 
slept on a curved wooden chair. Her 
“big meal” is a sandwich, and yet she 
fasts three days a week. 


“| must do my part, you know,” she 
said. 

Two other nuns are joining her soon 
to help in the administration of the 
hospitals. One of them, Sister Rosa, 
feels Sister Dulce “is like a saint, for | 
see the hand of God in her work.” 


Dulce Lopes Pontes knows she is 
dying, but also knows “the hand of 
God” will continue her work. 


Those who admire her think not so 
much of the homes and hospitals, but 
of the “miracle” she worked on the 
people around her, inthe hearts of the 
poor and destitute, and in the 
conscience of her town.
